LARGE STOOL 
OF WHEAT

Lethbridge, Al’ta, July 27—One 
of the largest stools of wheat ever 
exhibited has been received at the 
International Dry-Farming Con- 
gress office from D. E. Harris of 
Cardston, Alberta, having 195 
spikes, This enormous number of 
spikes is thought to establish a new 
world’s record, for Dondlinger, a 
wheat authority, says that in the 
observations of experts only as 
many as 52 spikes have been obser- 
ved in a single stool, There are 
other outhorities, however, who 
credit the finding of 95 as possible, 
while Humboldt believed 70, which 
was found in a stool in Mexico, was 
the limit. Pliny, in his works, re- 
counted reports of the finding of as 
many as 200 in Northern Africa 
and Italy, but Dondlinger, in com- 
menting thereon says it is probable 
he ‘‘was seeing with the eyes of an 
enthusiast.’’ 

This stool of wheat was pulled on 
July 1 from a field that was seeded 
on August 1, 1911, and the whole 


“field is the admiration of the farm- 


ers about Cardston, When this 
sample was pulled the wheat was 
fully 45 inches in hight on the 
average,

They fought with pistols at 
eight paces, and both fired and fell 
together, Decatur apparently killed, 
but be soon revived enough to say a 
few friendly words to his antagonist, 
who also lay on the ground. Both 
were removed to Washington, where 
Decatur dled that night, but Barrou 
recovered and Hed till i851.

Spanish because born ip Spain, but in 
all else he isa gypsy. 

Time was when Spaniards of the 
true blue blood called gypsies “New 
Castillans,” or “Egyptians,” or “Moor 
Ish footpads;" but, while their traits 
have undérgone no change, their name 
ls now definitely gitanos, or gypses, 

Between 50,000 and 60,000 is the 
number pow in Spain. Most of them 
uave no fixed abode, butin some parts, 
and notably in Andalusia, there are 
several small settlements, for towns 
they can hardly be called, where these 
wanderers have taken possession of 
caves in the mountain side, whence 
they sally forth to tell fortunes and to 
filch. Wherever they are they are in- 
clined to be quarrelsome among them- | 
selves and to enforce their arguments 
by means of wicked looking knives, 
which they wield with great dexterity.

Type Still In Use. i 

There is an interesting collection of 
wheeled vehicles in the National mu- | 
seum in Washington which was got 
logether for the purpose of showlng 
the development of conveyances for 
men and chattels from the most prim- 
itive times. One of the exhibits ts 
a full sized carette or ox cart used 
by the Indians of Arizona and New 
Mexico os well as in some of the re 
mote parts of Spain. This cart was 
brought over by the early Spanish set- 
tlers. It has wheels about three and 
a half feet In diameter, made of three 
pieces of timber fastened together with 
dowels of wood, the wheel belng thick 
at the center to form the hub. 

Another primitive type of wagon 
known as the Red river cart and used | 
by the half breeds ip Canada has five} 
foot wheels, the wheels !n this cnse | 
having spokes, twelve in number, The } 
native driver of this cart sits In It 
with his feet bigher than his hips, 
the shafts being higher than the bed 
of the wagon. There ts also a repro: | 
duction of an Egyptian chariot in the 
collection, the wheels of which have 
twelve spokes, with slots in them near | 
the hub so that a rope can be run 
through to hold the spokes firmly in 
place. 

What Is thought to be the oldest type 
of vehicle still in use is the Russian 
bashkir or child's couch, with wheels 
made out of a solid slab of wood, hav- | 
ing holes burned through the center 
for the axle—New York Sun. 


GOVERNMENT PROFITS. | 


Uncle Sam Has a Good Income From 
a Few Side Lines, | 

Customs receipts and internal reve- 
nue taxation furnish the bulk of the 
governinent’s Income, but the govern- 
ment protits by a snug sum from the 
sources that grow out of sovereignty. 
usually on the “penny saved, penny 
earned” principle. For instance, about | 
$3,000,000 of small change is absorb 
ed in the channels of trade each sear. 
During periods of great prosperity 
this amount has been as bigh as $5,- 
000,000, 

Buying for 50 cents a pound blanks 
that will make ninety nickel five cent 
pieces {s profitable business. The gain 
is hardly less In one cent pieces. ‘The | 
silver in (he quarter dollar would not | 
now cost more than 10 cents, although | 
it was somewhat bigher when the 
stock now beiug minted was purchased. 


The treasury 1s the gainer from the | 


destruction of paper money not re- 
deemed. It also derives an income 
from patents in the form of fees tbat 
patentees pay for the privilege of 
monopolizing their |nventions and thus 
in a slight degree 
Other returns of this sort might be 
enumerated, but the receipts growing 
out of sovereignty are ilmited in scope 
avd are, after all, merely indirect 
forms of taxation.—Harper’s Weekly.

If all coons do look alike, all Games 
are not Just Games, as a glance at our 
rooster cuts will show. The fighting 
Game dates back a thousand years be- 
fore the Christian era. He has licked 
everything In sight down through the 
ages, but the Indian Game is not a 
prancing poultry pugilist, but a big, 
juicy market fowl, “heavy as lead.” 

His looks are deceiving, you'll be 
slow at believing, but the cockerel pie- 
tured here weighs just eight pounds. 

At first this breed was called Indian 
Game, but the bloody odium of that 
name Game so affected 
through the popular mistake as to its 
identity that the two varieties were

Red, the latter new variety weighing 
one pound less than the others, 

It is claimed the Dark Cornish ts a 
mixture of Lord Derby Black Breast- 
ed Red Game, Red Aseel and Sumatra 
Game, and the White is a sport from 
this combination, though other experts 
declare the White is from a cross of 
White Game and Malay. 

We are not bere to wrangle over

A. Rub 
the white spot with the finger. If it 
turns red and remains so for several 
seconds it is not “positive white.” By 
such friction this “enamel white” is 
often removed if persisted In. 

Q. What do you think makes my 
pigeons desert their eggs and squabs?

The Family Pedigree of the Hankees 
and Their Early Deeds. 

A friena requests me to give for pub 
lication, if | can do so, a sketeh of the 
family of Nancy Hunks, the wother of 
Abraham Lincoln She tells me she

Lincolp and considers it very strange 


that nothing bas ever been written b) |

Hanks, 

| The historians never made any ef 
fort to trace the pedigree of the fam 
fly. Raymond, in bis “Life aud State 


| Papers of Abraham Lincoln,” dectares | 


| nothing is known concerning ber an 
| cestry or early life. He merely men 
tions that she was a Virginian by birth 
| Tbe name Hanks ts rare in America, 
yet we bave a straighter line on the 
pedigree of the Hankses than we have 
| of the Lincolns. Beyond the grand 
father of Abe Lincoln, we know abso 
| lutely nothing of the family pedigree. 
The earliest account we have of the 
| Hankses is their first appearance to 
Gloucester county, Va., ip 1673. Ip 
deed book No. 6 land grants, page 
| 472, 1673, Is recorded the grant of 264 
| acres to Thomas Hanks. And on page 
476, same year, 1673, is recorded a pat- 
ent to Thomas Hanks for 500 acres. In 
| the early colonial bistory of Virginia a 
person who paid for the passage of a 
person who came to settle in Virginia 
was entitled to a land grant of several 
bundred acres. This was why he was 
| given a grant of land. The patent of 
| 500 acres which is recorded was land 
paid for in cash or tobacco, which was 
the circulating medium in Virginia. In 
| course of time the family increased 
and emigrated westward. We next 
hear of them In Orange county, 140 
| miles west of Gloucester. Among the 
{ marriages recorded tn Orange court 
| house on March 26, 1803, Is Rodney 
| Hanks, son of Reuben and Elizabeth 
Hanks, to Alice Chandler. But they 
didn't stop at Orange courthouse. We 
find a family of them !n Rockinghatp 
county, Va., In 1790, and another to 
Shenandoah county. In 1780 Abraham 
| Lincoln, grandfather of President Lin 
coln, removed to Kentucky from Rock 


ingham county, Va., and we are cer 
tain that the Hanks family was with 
the Lincoins during that journey.
